SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video advertisement entitled Apollo Boy: Bound Muscle is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

It is a video advertisement which contains a graphic description of the various 
sadomasochistic sexual activities which are purportedly presented in a video recording 
of the same title. Some of the sadomasochistic sexual activities involve the infliction of 
extreme cruelty, such as the tying of weights to a man’s genitals, which are then 
pulled, and the flogging of a man’s back covered in candle wax. The video 
advertisement also describes a man as having been abducted. Given that the video 
advertisement is encouraging viewers to watch, enjoy and be excited by the use of 
violence and coercion to compel a person to submit to sexual conduct and the infliction 
of acts of extreme cruelty, Apollo Boy: Bound Muscle promotes and supports such 
acts. Consideration has been made of si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act), but s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
overrides the NZBR Act because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a 
meaning consistent with the rights enacted in the NZBR Act. 
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
